Rhee Lifts His

SEOUL (/T*) — President Syng- 
man Rliee tonight lifted the m id­ 
night deadline of his ultimatum 
demand for neutral nations truce 
supervisors to get out of Korea. 
He advised against violent dem ­ 
onstrations. 
Rhee said he acted on assur­ 
ance 
from 
Asst. Secretary 
of 
State Walter Robertson that the 
U. S. government "will make ef­ 
forts soon” to seek peaceful w ith­ 
drawal of the four-nation truce 
commission. 
He said Robertson gave the as­ 
surance in a letter. 
"Our people at tills time should

Rhee said In a statement. 
"We might be misunderstood lf 
the demonstrations contlnu< u un­ 
til all the members of the Neutral 
Nations Supervisory Commission 
leave Korea.”

Up to now the United State- ha­ 
noi -hipped any atomic fuel abroad 
but it had abreed to supply 27 coun­ 
tries with enough 20 per cent en­ 
riched uranium to operate one re­ 
search reactor.

cluding Dr H J B.iabha of Indie, 
president 
of the current atomic 
conference—sa* 
atomic fuel rich 
enough to operate a power station 
* is n’.-o of possible weapon grade. 
The 20 per cent enriched fuel, 
however, is considered usable only 
I for research and creation of radio 
j isotopes.

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Some O f Car Troubles That 


Occur This Time O f Year Can 


Be Traced To Winter Neglect 


By FRED ERICK C. KESSELL 
If nothing else the automobile 
has managed to prove that the 
race is not always to the swift. 
Traced Back To Winter 
Some of the things that may hap­ 
pen to a car at this time of year 
can be traced back to last winter 
when some bit of neglect planted 
the seed of trouble. It points up 
the fact that in motoring much of 
what develops in the way of ail­ 
ments 
builds 
up 
gradually 
and 
doesn't Just “ happen.” 
Typical is the serious overheat­ 
ing which follows leakage of cool­ 
ant around a loosened core plug 
in the engine block. This trouble 
can be traced back to a day when 
the car was exposed to extrem e­ 
ly low temperatures with not suf­ 
ficient anti-freeze protection. Some 
of the coolant in the block started 
to freeze and expand. This loos­ 
ened the core plugs. One of them 
then may lot go when the car is 
being driven hard some hot day. 
Sometimes leakage in the cool­ 
ant system will start because of 
carelessness in use of cleansers. 
This la no Job for the amateur. 
In many cases cylinder head gas­ 
kets develop leakage because own­ 
ers have ignored the rule about 
not using fresh anti-freeze each 
Winter season. Inhibitors in anti­ 
freeze 
are 
alkaline; 
gases 
that 
slowly leak into the cooling system 
past the head gasket 
are 
acid. 
The product is salt. which is hos­ 
tile to gaskets and other parts of 
lilt cooling system. 
As It Should Be 
Just because gear noise when an 
automatic transmission is in neu­ 
tral may mean trouble with the 
oil supply, or other conditions, is 
no reason to assume that this is 
always true. In one of the auto­ 
m atics widely used this year all 
the gears are free to rotate when 
the transmission is in the neutral 
position. This often is quite audible. 
In such cases nothing should be 
'done about it. AU of which reminds 
me of the motorist who, taking 
delivery of a new car, complained 
that there was quite a noise under 
the hood every time he touched the 
starter button. Sometimes we have 
to learn that some noises mean 
all's well. 
Care With That Cap 
When 
a 
modern 
engine 
over­ 
heats be careful checking the water 
level in the radiator. In the old 
days there usually was steam leak­ 
ing out around the radiator cap, 
but today the pressure cap keeps 
things pretty well under control. 
That is likely to trap you into 
trouble. So in removing the cap 
always turn it part way so as to 
release pressure to the overflow 
pipe. You can hear the vapor es­ 
caping. After there has been this 
initial escape of pressure complete 
the removal carefully. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“ I 
am 
always 
interested 
In 
watching 
customers 
who. 
while 
waiting for me to finish up a Job 
on their cars, walk around looking 
at odd things about other people's 
cars. They are very quick to no­ 
tice defects and often tell me that 
perhaps I should take a look at 
something that seems to need at­ 
tention. This is all very well, but 
I wonder why they don't do the 
sam e with their own cars. 
“ A little time .spent looking over 
the car carefully will often pay reel 
dividends. 
I follow tile rule my­ 
self and always profitably. Maybe 
it is Just evidence of leakage of 
oil, or perhaps one tire is a little 
softer than it should be. Recently 
I found two cars with gas tank cap 
missing.” 
You may not realize that in ad­ 
dition to using smaller diameter 
wheels and larger section tires with 
lower air pressure steering of the 
manual type has been made more 
of a problem for engineers over tile 
years because of greatly increased 
weight on the front wheels. This 
explains why there is such a trend 
toward power steering. Incidental­ 
ly, the hydraulic pump which is 
driven by the engine consumes on­ 
ly about two horsepower which is 
a small item in these days of tho 
aupermotor. 
Ju st For The Record 
Because 
engines are so much 
more complicated these days it is 
not so easy for the motorist of a 
m echanical turn of mind to tinker 
with valve tappets. And this is just 
as well because engineers have 
done 
considerable 
checking 
and 
have com e up with the discovery 
that the noise Isn’t due to the tap­ 
pet striking the end of the valve 
stem 
as most people have sus­ 
pected but is due to the valve hit­ 
ting its seat. Just think of the hours 
motorists have spent trying to ad­ 
just tappets, and rocker arms of 
overhead valves, so as to get rid 
of 
that 
annoying 
ticking 
sound 
wdiich wasn’t where they thought 
it was at all. 
When a valve seats too rapidly 
it naturally comes to a stop with 
a sharp noise. This excess velocity 
of a valve is due to closing while 
tht lifter is down on the flank of 


the cam when it should still be on 
the ramp. Technically this works 
out to be a case of the valve clos­ 
ing too soon. The situation is al­ 
lowed to assert itself in a con­ 
ventional engine 
because 
of the 
need 
for 
adjusting 
for 
excess 
clearance to take care of valve 
stem expansion. This isn’t neces­ 
sary where there are self-adjust­ 
ing tappets which today can be 
either mechanical or hydraulic. 


Misled By Speedometer 
Every now and again I receive 
letters telling me of cars which do 
not seem to perform well at cer­ 
tain speeds. By all tests the en­ 
gines 
are in 
fine 
condition 
but 
there’s lack of performance. Why? 
T hat's what m ystifies. 


In one recent case where the 
car did not run well at speeds of 
15 m iles per hour in high gear it 
was 
discovered 
that 
the 
speed­ 
om eter lied. It showed an error of 
five miles per hour in all speed 
ranges, so that at a recorded 15 
mph the car actually was traveling 
only IO. Modern cars are not de­ 
signed to run so slowly in high 
gear. They can do it with autom at-! 
ic 
transm issions 
because 
of 
the 
down gearing or the slippage of 
the fluid coupling. 
Skipping The Exhaust 
One of the extra dividends from 
Twin exhau.'ts is the fact that few­ 
er motorists will be w’orrving be-1 
cause Ute exhaust doesn’t sound 
right to them. Listening to two ex- 
hausts 
at one 
time 
Is 
Just 
too 
much for the am ateur diagnosis | 
clan. so he skips it. This is all to 
the good. F a r too many owners 
have tinkered with the timing and 
the carburetor needlessly In an ef­ 
fort to get what they desired in 
the way of a smooth exhaust, not 
realizing that some exhausts nor­ 
m ally have 
a 
rather mixed 
up 
sound even during idling. 
Also there are many tim es when 
idling may not be all that one 
desires yet the engine will function 
very well at speeds above this. 
By switching to dual exhausts the 
industry is going to discourage a 
form of sleuthing that has been a 
I lot more trouble than it is worth 
in 
far too many 
cases. 
Having Their Troubles 
. The engine of my ca r 
acts 


like it Is being fed an excessively 
lean mixture. However, there 
is 
nothing wrong with the carburetor. 
I M echanics have also checked for 
air leakage at the gaskets, fittings 
and vacuum control for spark ad- 
; Vance. Would you advise a larger 
jet in the carburetor's high speed 
system ? H. L. S.

A. Considering the high m ileage 
I on this car I suggest that you 
| check for a 
w'orn 
throttle shaft 
which would allow air to leak into 
the system . 
. What would cause a rattling 
I noise in the clutch whenever I am
